OR SLOT MACHINE 


Man Who Admits Coining Babbitt 
Metal Says He Wanted to 


“Beat”? Devices. 


COUNTERFEITS VERY POOR. 


Wife and Five-Weeks’-Old Baby Left 
Destitute in Absence of 
Prisoner. 


James Noble blames his passion for play- 
ing slot machines for the fact that he is 
now a United States prisoner at the Four 
Courts held under $500 bond for the grand- 
jury. 

A young wife and a baby, Leona, 5 
weeks old, are left to fare for themselves 
by the father's imprisonment. 

Noble was arrested in an attic which he 
and his family occupied at 111 North Thir- 
teenth street Tuesday by Secret Service 
Officer Ritchie and Deputy United States 
Marshals Wild and Williams, as told in 
Tuesday's Post-Dispgtach. 

Mere chance led to the man’s ar 
rest. The suspicions of a secret service 
officer were aroused Saturday when he 
Saw the man purchasing some _ metal. 
Noble was followed and watched, and 
Monday when he bought a file the sus- 
picions against him were strengthened. 

In the room after his arrest about 100 
bogus nickles were found, together with 
the counterfeiting paraphernalia, which 
consisted of a pie pan, in which he melted 
the metal, and an old pewter spoon. The 
nickel mold was made of flour and had 
been destroyed. 

Noble said that he had made the coins 


solely for the purpose of playing slot ma- 
chines. 


Says Passion for 
Machine Seized Him. 


The coins now held by the secret service 
Officials are of heavy babbitt metal. One 
side is blank, while on the other side there 
is a poor reproduction of the letter V. 


with a faint impression of the words 

“United States of America” as a border. 
The edges of the coins are sharp and 
the file was purchased to smooth off 
these edges. In appearance they are 
much dager in color than a nickel, and 
a glance ould show them to be coun- 
terfeit. Their weight would prevent any 
attempt to pas the coins. 

“It was eight years ago,’ 
“when I first bec¢ame infatuated with 
playing slot machines. The more I 
played the more I wanted to play, until 
it seemed that whenever I saw a ma- 
chine I had to drop in a nickel, and 
then, when the wheel went around, it 
seemed to hypnotize me, and I played 
and played until my money was gone. 

“Three years ago # met the daughter 
of a prosperous farmer in Shelby Coun- 
ty. Ia., and she married me against the 
wishes of her parents. We came to 8t. 
Louis, and for a long time we did nicely. 
But every day my desire to ‘beat the 
machine’ grew,’ and then it happened 
often that I would come home penniless, 
leaving all my week's earnings in a slot 
machine, 

“When slot machines were banished from 
St. Louis, I went out into the county and 
played machines there. 

“Several weeks ago I met with an \acci- 
dent and had to quit work. All my money 
gave out and one day I began to think how 
much I had lost in the slot machines. I 
thought how easy it would be to make a 
flour moki of a nickel. In that way I) 
thought [ could make slugs that would | 
work the machines and I could get back 
some of the money I had lost. I thought 
about it until last Saturday, and that after- 
noon I went out and got some metal. I 
made a mold of a nickel with flour, and 
Sunday morning made the slugs. I did not 
mean to counterfeit, and to be sure that I 
wouldn't be arrested for counterfeiting, I 
scratched out a’ part’ of the mold.’ 

The secret service offfficers pronounce the 
counterfeits among the worst they ever 
saw, but are not greatly im peased with the 
explanation offered by No They say he 
could have made blank + ae which would 
have worked slot machines without in- 
curring the dangers of counterfeiting.

ESOPUS, N. Y., Aug. 10.—Judge Alton B. Parker was formally notified of his 
nomination for the presidency by the Democratic party this afternoon. 

The notification committee arrived by boat from New York at 1:15 o’cloek and 


after a brief reception the ceremonies began. 


Judge Parker’s neighbors were out in full force. He also had several special 
Besides his own family and that of Rev. Charles M. Hall, his son-in-law, 
there were present Mrs. John H. Parker, of Derby, Conn., the judge's mother;/Mrs. 
Alfred Tanner, of Kingston, sister of Mrs. Parker; Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Miles, of Derby, 
Conn.; brother-in-law and sister of Judge Parker: Mrs. Daniel Manning, of Albany, 
widow of President Cleveland's first Secretary of the Treasury, and Dr. F. C. Rieloff, 
the German consul at St. Louis, who is visiting Mr. and Mrs. Hall. A large crowd 
also came by railroad. 

The ceremony occurred on the lawn of Rosemount, his handsome country home. 
The weather was not auspicious. The sky was overcast and threatened a downpour, 
but in spite of these unfavorable signs, it was decided that the ceremony should be held 
on the grounds instead of on the boat which brought the notification committee and 
its guests from New York. Before the ceremonies were concluded the rain began to 
fall ntfully, but Judge Parker stood bareheadéd in the shower. 


All who wished were permitted to attend, and there was a thoroughly demo- 
cratic air about the proceedings. Police protection was not asked for, nor desired. 
Champ Clark, the permanent chairman of the, convention, was the spokesman of 
the committee. 

At the conclusion of his speech, Mr. Clark handed Judge Parker the following:

Roosevelt Curbs His Warlike Course 
With the Sultan When Votes 
Are Threatened. 


HAY EXPECTS A COMPROMISE 


Instead of Seizing Port, Ultimate Ac- 
tion Now Expected Is Severance 
of Diplomatic Relations. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

By eso Aug. 10.—Secretary Hay 
ssa en advised that the Sultan of Tur- 
ey is weakening, and he believes now 
that the American demands will be ac- 
ceded to very soon. But the wily Sul- 
tan has “backed and filled” so often on 
this matter that the secretary's ‘‘belief” 
is very far from being a conviction. 

President Roosevelt's openly hostile poli- 
cy, which he mapped out in advance with 
the co-gperation of Secretary Hay, has 
been so strongly objected to by his con- 
servative advisers that he now is unde- 
cided whether, in the event of the Sultan 
continuing obdurate, the port of Smyrna 
shall be seized or diplomatic rejietions 
sharply severd by recalling Minister Leish- 
man and giving Chekib Bey, the acting 
furkish minister in Washington, his pass- 
ports. 

One course or the other will be followed 
very soon after the European squadrons 
reach Smyrna, in the event of the \Sul- 
tan not heeding the ultimatum, which is 
to be delivered to him. 

Influential Republicans have objected to 
the President's proposed seizure of Smyr- 
na and holding it until the Sultan comes 
to terms, and it developed at the cabinet 
meeting that several of the members are 
likewise opposed to it. They told the 
President that to seize a port would be go- 
ing too far on the eve of a presidential 
Campaign, because it might easily lead to 
war, and such action, they said, would 
be regarded by the country at large, and 
especially by the business interests, as 
unsafe. Their arguments were put 80 
strongly that Mr. Roosevelt weakened con- 
siderably on his warlike policy, and he 
now is seriously thinking of going no fur- 
ther than severing diplomatic relations if 
the Sultan proves stubborn. Any further 
action would then depend upon the attitude 
of Turkey.

The automobile army coming to the na- 
tional automobile meet at the World's Fair 
auto reach the city before dark today. 

At 1:20 o’clock this afternoon a Philadel- 
phia car, in which were W. B. Saunders 
and J. J. Laghney, passed through. East 
St. Louis and crossed the Eads bridge. 
They have been on the way two weeks. 
They will stop at the Jefferson. 

They reported that the main body was 
not far behind, and would reach St. Louis 
during the afternoon. 

The main column left Springfield, II1., 
early Wednesday morning, and 61 automo- 
biles fell in behind the pilot machine driven 
by W. B. Hulbert and John Speck, whose 
car 48 is a sort of bell wether for the 110 
mile run down from the Illinois capital to 
St. Louis. F 

W. J. Lamb, who came from the East 
with the procession as far as Springfield. 
came down on a train this morning to look 
after some of the local arrangements. 

Mr. Lamb says that the main fleet of 
machines mav appear off the east end of 
the Eads bridge any time this afternoon, 
and that they will engage in mass maneu- 
vers over there until the laggards come up. 

Then they will move in majestic proces- 
sion across the bridge, and the chug-chug 
of the road motor will fill all that part of 
the Mississippi valley, 

It is hoped that the strayed contingent 
from Cincinnati, Columbus and Indianapo- 
lis will come up in time to join in this 
movement all along the line across the 
Eads Bridge. 

The Buckeyes and the Hoosiers have 
been lost for several days. It has been 
supposed that they are cruising around in 
the deep corn between the Wabash and 
the Cahokia Creek, and that they wouid 
make Edwardsville Wednesday morning. A 
committee headed by Marion 
Lambert went up to Edwardsville last 
night to meet them. Another reception

LATE SENATOR VEST 


‘= 


His Love 


“Little Giant?’* In 1860 Vest was a presi- 
dential elector in the Boonville district on 
the Douglas ticket. Douglas was called the | 
Little Giant because of his low stature and 
large head and intellectual power. Vest’s 
head in those days was largely dispropor- 
tioned to his body: His brilliant speeches 
in that campaign attracted widespread at- 
tention and were never forgotten in central 
Missouri. 

After Douglas passed from the scene of 
action and Vest again appeared after the 
war in the political arena the name of “The 
Litile Giant” attached to him. The news- 
paper writer who, more than any other, 
thus designated him was Dr. A. Y. Hull; 
editor of the Sedalia Democrat, who. came 
from Illinois and was as great an admirer 
of Stephen A. Douglas as he was of Vest. 
And this designation was often applied to 
him “by the facile pen of Maj. John N. Ed- 
wards, who succeeded Dr. Hull as editor 
of the Sedalia Democrat. 

Because of his aggressiveness, and some- 
times his bitterness on the hustings public 
opinion attached something cf acerbity to 
Vest’'s nature; bnt he was 4 most tender 
and sympathetic man in his domestic and 
private life, and full of sentiment in his 
friendship. His devotion to his family was 
always beautiful. His marriage was born 
of love. In the estimation of his wife he 
was ever the most gifted and fascinating 
of men, and his cenversation always com- 
pelled her apt attention; and thaggh the 
blight of ill health attended her through 
life, to him she was always beautiful and 
charming. 


HIS RELIGION. 


Vest was reared under Presbyterian in- 
fluences, and although he did not live its 
faith, in his serious moods he was never 
able to wholly get away from the strong 
theology of Calvin. Although he had at 
times expressed his inability to accept 
fully faith in the immaculate conception 
and divinity of Jesus of Nazareth, he' 
always returned to his Presbyterianism 
and would have “‘joined,”’ I think, if the door 
of the church at the instant had been con- 
veniently open. He became much interest- 
ed in the writing of the so-called ‘‘modernh ’ 
thinkers,’’ but when he got sick and medi- 
tative he liked to hear that apostle of Cal- 
vin, Dr. John Montgomery of Pettis Coun- 
ty. And after hearing Bishop Marvin, that 
Sunday on the “Atonement,” he said to 
me: “My rationalism is all undermined; 
it is dangerous ground.”’ 


HIS AMBITION. 


What turned Vest’s ambition toward the 
United States Senate? 

One day he was examining an interest- 
ing question of constitutional limitation 
of power. Garland of Arkansas was then 
in the Senate and appearing before the 
Supreme Court on question¢ involving the 
validity of state constitutional enactments 
disfranchisiing voters and disbarring law- 
yers. Garland had made some great ar- 
guments before the supreme court touch- 
ing these questions and achieved a nation- 
al reputation as a lawyer. Vest dropped 
the book and said: “I knew Garland at 
Richmond. I believe I am as good as law- 
yer as he is and as good a talker. Why 
can't I go to the Senate and practice in 
the supreme court?’’ Vest had a passion 
for great intellectual combats and natu- 
rally sought a theater worthy of his prow- 
ess. This, coupled with his love of ap- 
plause of the multitude, made him long 
for a broader theater of action. 


FAME AS A LAWYER. 


His closest friends preferred not to place 
Vest’'s fame upon his wonderful capacity 
for saying smart things or telling good 
stories, lest it might detract from his de- 
served fame as a lawyer and his claims to 
statesmanship. His wit and sarcasm and 
stirring eloquence on the stump and in the 
forum doubtless detracted too much from 
his claims to something better. Had he 
eschewed politics more and devoted him- 
self entirely to the law he could have stood 
at the forefront of any ber in America. 
His close analysis, fine discrimination and 
quick perception were marked characteris- 
tics. He took in at a glance the salient 
points of law and fact involved in a case. 
Because of his wonderful capacity for dis- 
Kcovering the test question in a case and his 
facility for turning at once to the appro- 
priate adjudication desired or the text 
books on the subject, it seemed to those 
who did not know him well that this came 
rather from intuition than investigation. 
But«¢he was a student and investigated 
deeply. He was never discursive or theo- 
retical. His power of concentration and 
logical directness led him at once to the 
central issue, and his mastery of pure 
English enabled him to make his points 
clear to bench and jury; so that his case 
was argued and won before most lawyers 
would get through the premise. A readier 
or more incisive debater at the bar or in 
the forum I have never known. His fe- 
licity of language and imagery at once 
fastened the attention of court and jury, 
and neither got from under the spell to the 
very close. 

In trials on the sudden agapringing of 
some important question of law, in a 15- 
minute speech, he could express more sound 
philosophy and logic as to the reason and 
sense of the correct rule than could be 
found in decisions of high courts. Often 
have his hearers regretted that the suc- 
cinct and classic expressions could not be 
preserved as an epitome of the law of the 
subject. They were gems of rhetoric and 
logic, thrown away often on an unappre- 
clative audience, but with mo sense of loss 
to himself, as it cost him little effort. In 
extempore speech his readiness of thought 

was equaled only by the exactness of the 

expreasion and elegance of diction; and it 
is Paoubtful if any congressional debater 
ever had less occasion than he to revise 
his speeches. He never hesitated for a 
word nor repeated the argument or senti- 
ment; the idea was complete and the cre- 
ation finished.” 


GENIUS FOR EPIGRAM. 

The countiess number of his scintillations 
are as meteors that shoot across the sky, 
or stars that fall; they blazed and went out 
forever because for the instant they so 
Gazzied the listener that he made no min- 
ute of them.

HE LOVED DOGS. 


From the day he resumed practice in 
1866, although in the courts and on the 
stump he thrilled juries, led captive the 


minds of grave judges, and swayed and 
electrified multitudes with his wit, humor, 
sarcasm and eloquence, it is questionable if 
he ever made a speech so illustrative of 
his versatility, his power over men, ex- 
hibiting the inspiration that comes only to 
men Of genius, as in that he made at 
Warrensburg not lon after the war, 
which involved only the matter of dam- 
ages growing out of the killin of a 
hound dog named “Old Drum.” Its rac- 
iness, eloquence and deep pathos were 
marvelous. He made it interesting because 
In it he gave a review of his going to 
the confederacy, his varied experiences 
there, his return to Kentucky and meeting 
with his wife and taking into his arms the 
boy born in his absence, and touching por- 
trayals of the duties, uncertainties and 
trepidation he felt on returning to Missouri 
how old friends turned aside from him as 
if he carried a smallpox flag, and how 
wandering in disolation one day on re- 
turning to Roonville he was. surprised 
and welcomed by a hunting dog which 
he had left behind in 1861; » the dog 
licked his hand, entbraced him and looked 
lovingly into his face as no one save wife 
and children had welcomed him; conclud- 
ing the touching desiription with the ex- 
Clamation Ahat “A dog is the only friend 
a friendless man ever has that does not 
care to inquire into his family pedigree or 
look into his pocketbook or question his 
politics.” 

His fondness for the dog was even after- 

wards conspicuous. One day he had been 
defending a bankrupt in Judge Krekel’s 
court at Jefferson City, and as the judge 
generally proceeded upon the assumption 
that fraud was to be presumed in gn in- 
voluntary proceeding against the ank- 
rupt, the lawyer who defended the charge 
had rather uphill work. At the close of 
the court that day he was sitting with a 
number of lawyers in front of the McCar- 
thy House, when the old bulldog wel) 
known to lawyers who patronized that 
famous hostelry came up, muddy and 
bleeding from a street affray, and lay 
down to lick “his wounds. Vest stepped 
up to him and patting him gently on the 
head, in tones of deepest sympathy, said: 
“Poor old dog, I am sorry for you. You 
look like you had been in Judge Krekel’s 
court all day. 


EXPERIENCES AFTER WAR. 
At the fall of Richmond Vest, with 
others, struck out in the direction of Mex- 
ico. All his earthly effects were crammed 


into a pair of sadale bags. In one end was 
ils wearing apparel and in the other were 
stuffed confederate bills drawn in payment 
of his last month's salary as Senator, and 
$75 in gold, which his providence had col- 
lected. The money end of the saddle bags 
was empty before he had crossed the Mis- 
sissippi river, and the gold he divided half 
and half with old Gen. John B. Clark, who 
was left behind, sitting on his small trunk 
aboard a flat car. And as Vest got into a 
hack as the guest of someone else, the 
old general, notwithstanding that Vest 
had divided his gold with him, roundly up- 
braided him for deserting ‘‘the old man.”’ 
Vest finally landed up on Red river, and 
in his extremity became captain of a 
steamboat. The boat capsized one day, 
carrying down with it Vest’s whole fortune 
in a little safe about 18x24 inches. which 
he afterward recovered. Its contents con- 
sisted of but a few papers and accounts 
respecting the business of the saloon on 
the boat. It became the cepository of law 
briefs and political letters and continued 
shy on money. Soon after his departure 
for the South in 1861 there was born to him 
a son, into whose eyes Vest had never 
looked. Naturally enough on the wreck of 
his boat he turned with ionging toward 
his family, then at Danville, Ky. His in- 
tense sympathy for the South had made 
him the special object of aversion to the 
extreme union men in Missouri. and he was 
loth, therefore, to return to the scene of 
his first intellectual triumphs. He yielded 
finally to letters of persuasion from T. T. 
Crittenden and Judge John F. Phillips, 
and on Judge Phillips’ offer of a copart- 
nership in the practice of law he arrived 
at Sedalia in the fall of 1866. This part- 
nership continued until he entefed the 
United States Senate in 1873. 


HAD HIS SUPERSTITION, TOO. 


One winter in Washington, when Senator 
Vest’s wife was away, he rented a suite 
of rooms, and on the first night of his oc- 
cupancy a friend called upon him. 

“My visit in~this room is much more 
pleasant on this occasion than the last 
time I was here,’’ remarked friend. 

‘“‘How is that?’’ asked Ves 

“Well, a friend of mine oll ed himself 
to that chandelier there. I called on him, 
and receiving no response to my knocks, 
opened the door, for I had reason to be- 
lieve that he must bein. I found the body 
stiff and cold, suspended just over the spot 
where you are now sitting.’ 

In relating the yg A Mr. Vest said: “‘] 
wished a thousand times during the fel- 
low’s visit that he had never come. They 
were the coziest kind of quarters and ] 
hated to leave them, but the figure of that 
man, hanging by his neck from the gas 
chandelier, haunted m mind, and I could 
not get it out. When turned off the light 
and got in bed the picture became terrific. 
I imagined that the body was dangling 
right at the foot of my bed and swaying 
against the footboard. Finally I got up 
and lit the gas and went down to the 
Willard Hotel.’ 

It is known that Mr. Vest paid the land- 
lady the full month's rent the next day, 
but he never again went near the house. 
It used to be said that the other fellow 
got the rooms, telling the story to trick 
the Senator out of his comfortable quar- 


ters. 
A TOUCH OF SARCASM. 


While the war revenue bill was under 
discussion in the Senate, Mr. Vest was 
compelled to go home and to take to his 
bed at 7 o'clock in the evening, al- 
most exhausted. At such times he was 
not apt to admit callers to his room, 
but did one evening see a well-known 
manufacturer from St. Louis, who had 
gone there to secure a hearing in regard 
to the jnternal revenue proposed on a 
certain rticle. 

“T can't see you long ee said 
Senator Vest, “I'm nearly dea 

‘Why, you're looking bg well,” 
said the 8t. Louis man. 

“Oh, I probably won't live till morn- 
ing,” said the Senator. “What were they 
doing in the Senate when you left there?” 
he continued. 

“Cafferty was making a speech about 
something, I don't know what,’’ said the 
St. Louis man. 

“Tt was about sugar,”’ said Vest. “I'll 
never live till the end of it—but a good 
manv others won't either; there's some 
comfort in that. 


FELT OLDER THAN HIS YEARS.
